self sprang upon Ayers and fought with nim 
for the possession of his revolver. 

Had tt not been for the bravery of Miss 
Myers Holben, elready wounded twice, 
would have been shot à third time and prov- 
ably killed outright. 

Halben was staggering away from the door 
and Ayers had his revolver leveled at him 
when Miss Myers caught his arm with both 
of hers and pulled it down. At the same m- 
stant the revolver was discharged, the bullet 
passing through Ayers’ clothing and making 
a slight flesh wound.

Booker 1 Washington Compares

RAPID PROGRESS IS MADE. 


White Chicago bridged the racial chasm “’ 
last night for an hour and gave the black 
man.“ In the person of Booker T. Washing- 
tom, the glad hand of Christian fellowehip. 
It happened at the Chicago Sunday Evening 
club, and so many wanted to hear the head 
and front of Tuskegee college plead for his 
own race that long before the program started 
the doors were ed and admission 
was denied to as many ds occupied the 2,000 
seats in Orchestra hall. 

The address he delivered wae No, 6 of 
the day in Chicago, and before the applause 
that. rewarded his peroration had ceased, he 
had slipped through the rear door of the 
stage and was on his way to keep two other 
speaking engagements, making eight 
speeches within fourteen hours. 

Although most of his other appearances 


were many colored persons among his Or- 
chestra hall hearers. Some of them occupied 
boxes, tog, and joined in the applause, when 
he prociaimed the dignity of manual labor 
and the anxiety of the people of hisown race 
to do their share instead of wearing fancy 
clothes.” 
Sees Progress Among the Blacks. 

Lynching bees? Race riots? Yes, the col- 
ored educator said he knew all about those 
happenings of the south—and less often the 
north—but he declared that what the people 
of the north did not hear about, though of 
vastly more importance and significance, was 
the progress of the black people, their new 
respect for industry, the hemes they were 
bufiding, and the acres they were tilling.

Chicago Federation Indorses 


Hart, Schaffner & Marx's 
Proposed Agreement, 


UP TO GARMENT WORKERS. 


Closed Shop Denied by Employers: 


May Cause Reopening of 
Contention.

EXPECT TO OVERCOME OBJECTIONS.

Indorsement of the peace terms offered by 
Hart. Schaffner & Marx to the striking gar- 
ment workers was voted yesterday by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. 
The centrai labor body also recommended 
the proposed agreement to thesirikern 
If the strikers accept it, they will net gap 
the closed shop. By its terms, union and 
nonunion employés will de placed on as 
equality, just as the employers insist they 
always have been, and the question of closed 


or open shop shall not be considered a trie 


ahce, and shall not bea subject tor arbitra- 
tion. 

With this backing the peace proposition, 
will be submitted today to the striking for- 
mer employés of Hart, Schaffner & Mara 
for acceptance or rejection. 


The action of the federation was taken a¢ ‘ 4 
an executive session lasting more than two AG 


hours. The meeting wae one of the largest 
in the history of the central labor body, more 
than 400 delegates being present. 

With the united support of organized labor 
of Chicago the joint strike committee and 
the executive strike committee of thirty-five, 
representing the strikers direct, President 
John Fitzpatrick of the federation and the 
other strike leaders are jubilant over the 
‘result and feel certain. that the strikers will 


‘ folow-the lead of the federation and adopt 


the proffered peace terms. 


Givé Committee bote in ene 
Tue agreement came — 


committee of thirty-five, whose members 
‘previously had indorsed the proposition, and 
the members of that committee were granteé 
the privilege of seats in the federation dur- 
ing the closed session. 

Ways and means of submitting the settle- 
ment terms to the strikers were discussed 
at an evening meeting of the joint committee 


at 275 La Salle street. Stress was laid by the 


strike leaders on the fact that the proposed 
agreement pertains only to the striking for- 
mer employés of Hart, Schaffner and Marz, 
and the greatest precautions will be taken 
to prevent a “ stampede” of strikers back 
to work in the association shops, in the 
event of acceptance of the pending proposi- 
tion. \ 


More Liberal to Union. 

Under the agreement the firm of Hart, 
Schaffner & Marx agrees to take back all | 
former employés now on strike except those’ 
convicted of violence in strike riots. 


All grievances, real or gupposed, shall be 


submitted for adjustment to a board of ar- 
bitration consisting of five members. Two 


of them shall be selected by the officials of 


the firm, two by the union, and the fifth 
member shall be selected by the first four. 


The firm agrees not to discriminate against ° 


employés by reason of membership or non- 
membership in any union. 

Nothing is said about shop committees, 
but the strike leaders interpret the “ no dis- 
crimination’ clause to mean that there 
shall be no interference with organizing 
work among the employés and that a shop 
steward will be elected and shop committees 
will be formed by the employés who are 
members of the Garment Workers’ union. 
duch committees, however, will not ert, 
nized by the employera. 

New Pact Concedes a Little. 

The proposed agreement follows closely the 
plan of settlement proposed in the agreement 
rejected five weeks ago, except that the o- 
clals of the firm yielded a point and slim 


inated a clause providing that the agreement 
should not be construed ag a recognition of . 


the union and that the question of closed 
shop should not be regarded by the arbi- 
trators as a grievance. 

The elimination of this clause is regarded 
by the strike leaders as a substantial victory

WRECKAGE TAKES FIRE. 


They Were Returning to Paris from 
Party in Country Castile. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Dec. 4.— Countess Nicolay, oldest 
daughter of the Marquis Vogue and sister- 
in-law of the Marquis MacMahon, was killed 
with her son and her chauffeur in an auto- 
mobile today. 

While they were attempting to cross the 
railroad near Le Mans, 130 miles southwest 
of Paris, a Paris express dashed into the car, 
smashing it into small pieces and terribly 
disfiguring its occupants. 

The gasoline tank was broken and the 
wreckage caught fire. The flames spread to 
three of the railway coaches, filled with pas- 
sengers, creating a panic, but the fire was 
soon extinguished. 

Count de Nicolay came up a few minutes 
later and was horrified to learn of the death 
of his wife and son. The party was return- 
ing to Paris from à reception at the historic 
castie De Beauchamp. The death of the 
countess and her son puts the oldest families 
of France in mourning. 


GOVERNMENT OF PORTUGAL 
DRAFTS SEPARATION DECREE. 


Minister of Justice Saye New Law Is 
Designed to Afford Liberty of Con- 
science in Worship. 


LISBON, Dec. 4.— The Portuguese govern- 
ment is preparing a decree for the separation 
of the church and the stgte. 

This has resulted in collisions between re- 
publicans and clericals in various parts of 
the country. The clericals assert that it is 
the government's purpose to destroy the re- 
ligious customs of Portugal. The minister 
of justice denies this, saying that the new 
law is designed only to afford complete lib- 
erty of conscience in worship end that it pro- 
vides even for the removal of the inhibition 
against priests marrying if they desire. 

The Dowager Queen Amelie has made a 
formal request for the restitution of an 
amount equivalent to her dower of §600,000, 
which is invested in land securities in Portu- 
gal. 


FRENCH FLOOD GROWS-WORSE. 


Valleys of Loire, Rhone, and Goronne 
Are Under Water and Thou- 
sands Suffer. 


PARI, Dec. 4.—The flood continues serious 
along the valleys of the Lolte, Rhone, and 
Garonne, and there is but slight improve- 
ment elsewhere. All the country to the 
northwest of Nantes, to the extent of about 
ten miles in length and five im breadth, is 0 
sheet of water. 

Reports from Nantes say that during the 
night a dike collapsed and five villages to 
the southeast of the city were overwhelmed 


im a few minutes. 


Several thousand families were added by 
tthis disaster to the already large number 
of sufferers, although no casualties are re- 
ported.

Parral is the hotbed of the revolutionary 
spirit, and Gilbert quit the place oma friendly 
warning from the insurrectos on Thanks- 
giving day. His wife preceded him to Chi- 
cagd and awaited his coming at the residence 
of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Brown, 2847 West Division street. Nothing 
will induce her to retufn to Mexico, and her 
husband says he doesn’t blame her.

‘ LARGE number of earnest young people 
struggled gallantly last night with The 
Mayoress,” a new comic opera which 
made its first public appearance at the 
Colonial.

Sunday Music Concerts 
Offer Variety. }

UNDAY muste lovers, with the varied 

attractions of piano or song program and 

the diversified offerings of orchestra and 

vocalists at the Campanini concert to 

choose from, divided their interest and 
attention evenly. yesterday. 

Mrs. Zeisler found no occasion to feel that 
nher many friends had deserted her because the 
general public was represented go largely at the 
Auditorium that there were a few vacant seats 
in the Studebaker. In Music hall Mrs. Chilson- 
Ohrman, making her debut in song recital, aleo 
could feel encouraged by the size and apprecia- 
tiveriess of the gathering. 

Mr. Campanini, having exgiored for the bene- 

fit of the more serious element among his large 
following the mysteries of Debussy and the 
more familiar beauties of Wagner, turned his 
attention to the classics and opened his pro- 
gram with a Haydn symphony. 
The versatility of this Italian musician re- 
quired no further proof after his wonderful 
elucidation of the most complex of modern 
scores, that of Richard Strauss’ unfortunate 
“ Salome,” which is typically German, and the 
sympathetic and authoritative readings of 
“Pélliéas” and Louise,“ which are typically 
French. But nevertheless it was a surprise to 
hear his fresh and spontaneous presentation 
of the simple Haydn melodies. It served to 
emphasize a vital characteristic of Mr. Cam- 
panini’s art, namely, its interpretative simplicity 
and economy of means. The symphony was 
played with absolute fidelity to the text, with 
no intrusion of the personality of the conduc- 
tor, save as he was unable to hide his evident 
joy in the simple music. 

Mr. Campanini’s orchestral contributions to 
the program were confined to the finale from 
Wagner's “Das Rheingold” and the Weber- 
Weingartner “ Invitation to the Dance.” In the 
former he presented the score in its operatic 
version with Mmes. Zeppilli, Cavan, and Di An- 
elo ‘singing the parts of the Rhine Maidens. 
It was a colorfal and impressive reading, but 
less orchestrally virtuose than the effective 
Weingartner transcription which followed. Both 
works found favor with the audience, 

— 


Of the ‘soloists heard it is a pleasure to re- 
cord the unqualified success of Mme. Sylva's 
Habanerla from “Carmen,” Mme. Zeppilli’s 
air from an unfamiliar Massenet work, and M. 
Dufranne’s presentation of “The Evening 
Star from “ Tannhiuser.” 

Mrs. Zeisler offered a program which in its 
selection and arrangement departed widely 
from the established conventions. Beethoven 
and Bach were for once not called upon to 
supply the opening number and the afternoon 
began with the brilliant display which the 
Lasst transcription of the Mendelssohn wed- 
ding march and scherso from the “ Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream music makes possible. 


Weber supplying in simple version the same 
valse that Weingartner and Berlioz have deco- 
so effectively for orchestral presenta- 
tion. 

All this made fitting preface to the Oldberg 
sonata, around which the program obviously 
was constructed. Mrs. Zeisler deserves the 
gratitude of all patriotic music lovers for the 
encouragement she has given so often to na- 
tive composers. The Oldberg sonata is a com- 
position of sufficient importance, however, to 
stand on its own merits and to dispense with 
the favorable prejudice invoked so often to 
shelter native art. In other words, the gifted 
Chicago composer can dispense with the pro- 
tective principle when he has the good fortune 
to command the services of an artist of Mrs. 
Zelsler's interpretative sympathy. She set 
forth the strong individuality that speaks in 
ite characteristic themes, making vital their 
rhythms and coloring them with the tonal 
beauty that is the quality among her various 
pianistic virtues that distinguishes her most 
among the pianists of the present. 

For the prefacing Chopin group it is like- 
wise possible to speak only in terms of warm- 
est praise. The étude, opus. 10. No. 4, and the 
B minor scherzo were deserving of especial 
mention, since they were such examples. of 
technical skill and temperamental fervor as | 
won Mrs. Zeisler her present n in the 
world of art.

Mrs. Chilson Ohrman’s recital proved the 
surprise of the present concert season, since it 
served to make Chicago music lovers acquainted 
with a voice of exceptional beauty and purity 
and an art of unusual sincerity and sympathy. 
Her program became a source of so much 
satisfaction and pleasure that it is difficult to 
make it the subject of detailed review, since 
that review must include an account of ee 

musical limitations. 

Vocally Mrs. Ghrman is mistress of splendid 
resources. She possesses a soprano voice of ex- 
ceptional range, of an unfailing beauty and pur- 
ity of tone, which, however, is not devoid of 
the warmth which makes direct appeal to the 
sympathies. Its production is nearly faultless, 
yet it is made to include that vital interpreta- 
tive agent, a constant variation of the tonal 
quality to meet the ever changing interpreta- 
tive requirements, 

“Bist du bei mir.“ a rarely heard Bach air. 
opened the program with one of those delight- 
ful examples of interpretative simplicity that 
are so seldom to be discovered in a youthful 
art. A pastoral by Veracini was given with 
even more conviction, since it offered scope for 
this singer’s evident talent to make music spon- 
taneously. Less satisfactory was the Cornelius 
Komm wir wandeln,“ owing to a somewhat 
hurried tempo, and the same mistake marred 
the Schumann Auftrage just at the close, 
after an unusually inspired and sympathetic 
delivery had established the necessary mood. 

The second group was successful uniformly 
and closed with an effective reading of a new 
Wolf song, “ Die Zigeunerin,” the most grateful 
vocal novelty of the seagen. Mrs. Ohrman was 
fortunate in the sympathetic support of her 
accompanist, Miss Ford.

If it were possible for one already en- 
gaged with an onerous and difficult service 
that Ohairman Emery of the president's 
tariff board should repeat in every princi- 
pal commercial community the address 
he delivered before the association of 
commerce on Saturday, it would be well 
worth the effort. It is highly desirable 
that the plan of the work being done by 
the board, its methods, purposes, limita- 
tions, and expectations should be known 
and approved by representative commet- 
cial bodies, by the business and finan- 
cial men of the nation. 

The reason for this is plain. We often 
use the phrase “ scientific revision,” and 
there is nd doubt that it expresses, or 
rather suggests, a desirable change in our 
manner of making tariffs. It means that 
our tariffs should be founded upon a more 
thorough, accurate, and disinterested in- 
vestigation of facts and conditions than 
they have been hitherto. But in so far as 
the phrase has been supposed to imply an 
automatic method of tariff making and re 
making, it is delusive. Such an inference 
and the kindred demand that the tariff 
shall be “taken out of politics” are not 
practical. The tariff eannot be taken out 
of politics while we pass our laws by an 
elective representative congress and do 
not have them handed to us by an auto- 
crat. 

For this reason it is impaeative that the 
recommehdations of any, board, temporary 
or permanent, which exists or is to come 
into being, for the purpose of: investigat- 
ing, assembling, and studying the facts 
and factors upon which an honest and 
effective protective tariff ought to be 
based, should have the confidence and per- 
sistent support of the people, and especial- 
ly of the general business body of the 
nation.

They are given to believing 
that when they prosper the country pros- 
pers, and that when it is ill with them 
it is ill with the country. They fancy 
that the United States outside of Wall 


atreet follows their moves with interest, 


atudies closely the ups and downs of the 
stock market, and shivers when there is 
a slump. 

It must astonish and vex the men who 


believe all this to be told by Mr. Yoakum, 


the chairman of the board of the St. 
1 and San Francisco railroad that 

“after crossing the Mississippi river one 
rarely hears the New York stock market 
referred to. Trading in securities is not 
the business of the west. The people 
there are busy with their work and care 
little about the stock market. It may 
rise or fall ten points and few know it or 
at least pay attention to it.“ 

There is at this time, says Mr. Yoakum, 
“but little stock ticker prosperity in New 
York, but there is a good deal of real 
prosperity in the southwest.” There need 
be no fear, he says, of a “ disastrous fall- 
ing off in the general business of the 
country.” -He has been inspecting too 
many elevators filled with wheat and 
overflowing corncribe and talking with 
too many prosperous farmers and country 
merchants to succumb to the blue devils 
that haunt Wall street. 

It is refreshing to encounter a railroad 
man who has not rented quarters in the 
cave of gloom, and who is not crying out 
that the country is going to the dogs— 
0 as to scare the interstate commerce 
commission into granting the railroads 
the higher freight rates they want.

Chicago owed its saner Fourth of July 

this year largely to the regulars and 
their mimicry of war. We need them for 
the coming Fourth, but the war depart- 
ment is inclined to say that we cannot 
have them. It is afraid that it would 
be accused of partiality if it were to per 
mit them to contribute to the quiet en- 
joyment of the sane city in two succes- 
sive years. 
There is another and a better way of 
looking at the question. There is no 
other city where the presence of the 
troops would give pleasure to so large a 
numder of people as it would in Chicago, 
This is not only the second largest city 
in population but it bas the facilities for 
the housing of the crowds which would 
flock here te witness a great military 
spectacle. There is no other city which 
has 80 fine a field for military exercises 
and for the accommodation of spectators, 
If it is @ question of promoting the hap- 
piness of the greatest number of people 
with the least expense and inconvenience 
to the army, Chicago should have the 
regulars again. The throngs on the lake 
front to greet the Fort Sheridan visitors 
would be denser in 1011 than they were 
in 1910. 

These are the facts and arguments 
which ate to be pressed upon the war 
department. They should be effective, 
even if other cities should present their 
claims. But if it should be found im- 
possible to often the official heart, then 
the subject of something to take the 
place left vacant by the absence of the 
regulars should be taken up and be given 
careful consideration. We must have 
pageantry to fill the minds and eyes of 
the multitude so that they will enjoy the 
Fourth.

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Ring George and Queen Mary's visit to 
India next fall cannot fail to strengthen his 
rule over that vast empire, the possession of 
which, with its 300,000,000 of people of hun- 
dreds of different races and creeds, contrib- 
utes so greatly to the importance. the power, 
and the prosperity of Great Britain. 

The people of India until now have been 
restricted to seeing governors and viceroys 
as the personification of England's sovereign- 
ty—mere officials subject to orders from Lon- 
don and lladle at any moment to be over~- 
ridden and even recalled in what to an ori- 
ental mind appears disgrace. 

True, there have been occasional visits 
from members of the British royal family, 
as, for instance, when King Edward was in 
India as Prince of Wales in 1875-1876, and 
when the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 
were present at the coronation durbar at 
Delhi on Jan. 1, 1906, on which occasion, 
However, Lord Curzon, as viceroy, insisted 
upon having the pas of the royal duke, 
greatly to the amazement of the native 
princes. 

The durbar of Jan. 1, 1912, will, however, 
afford the princes and the people of India the 
opportunity of coming face to face, not with 
their emperor’s representative or with any 
mere princes of his house, but with the Kai- 
sar4-Hind himself. 

It may be as well to explain right here that 
there will be no coronation ceremony at the 
durbar. The stories that the king and queen 
intend to have themselves crowned as em- 
peror and empress of India at Delhi are 
without foundation. 

Coronations are essentially European func- 
tions, and would not be understood In India, 
where the reign of a sovereign, great or 
small, sugerain or vassal, always is sol- 
emnly inaugurated by means of a durbar. 
The principal object of the accession dur- 
bars is to enable the various vassals and 
Heges of the new ruler to offer their alie- 
giance and to pay their homage. 


—- 


At the durbar at Delhi, thirteen months 
hence, all the native rulers of India subject 
to the suzerainty or to the sovereignty of the 
Kaisar4-Hind will, with a similar object in 
view, assemble in great state and splendor, 
arrayed in cloth of gold and jewels of price- 
less value, attended by the princes of their 
house, éhe dignitaries of their courts, and 
by thelr armed retainers, furnishing a dis- 
play of magnificence that no other conti- 
nent than Asia could dream of, and that no 
part of Asia but India could furnish. 

The durbar will take place in the great 
horseshoe-shaped ampitheater, where Eng- 
lion and native heralds will proclaim King 
George and Queen Mary as emperor and 
empress of India, after which the act of 
homage on the part of the vassal rulers will 
take place, one after the other, in accord- 
ance with their rank. 

The procession of all these princes from 
Delhi and from the camps and temporary 
townships in the vicinity will furnish per- 
haps an even still more picturesque spec- 
tacle, with the hundreds of state elephants, 
adorned with golden and jeweled trappings 
of barbaric character, and surmounted by 
golden, tvory, and silver howdaha. 

The British troops alone taking part in the 
affair will number over 50,000, and it may 
safely be taken for granted that everything 
will be done, both by the government ahd 
by the British authorities in India. to render 
this durbar of durbars memorable by its 
grandeur and magnificence in the history of 
India and of the world. 

There ie one feature about these durbars 
which is of particular importanee, and which 
invites reflection. Before the establishment 
of English rule in India all it various na- 
tionalities were forever at cruel and devasta- 
ting war with one another. England has 
compelled them to remain at peace with one 
another. 

But for all that, there fs little intercourse 
between them, and as Lord Curgon while 
viceroy once remarked, their states form a 
series of watertight compartments, each 
entirely distinct and separate from the re- 
mainder.

There is but one of them who it may safely. 
de assumed will be absent—namely:: the Gae- 
kwar of Baroda. The latter, in epite of hie 
great wealth and of the extent of his do- 
minions, is of an origin go plebeian, and of a 
caste so low that nearly all the other princes 
of India, among whom prejudice of caste, 
pride of birth, blueness of blood, and purity 
of lineage are carried to the extreme, look 
upon him almost in the light of a pariah, 
whose touch is contamination. 

It is because he was aware of the insult- 
ing manner in which all the other great and 
small vassal rulers and princes of India 
would hold aloof from him, and would sub- 
ject him to the most contemptuous form of 
ostracism and boycott, that he remained 
away from the last coronation @urbar in 
1908. And it is because the English govern- 
is powerless to protect him from these 
affrénts and indignities dy his fellow Indian 
rulers and princes that he is so embittered 
at heart against Great Britain.
